 The $4.8 million project includes improvements to the base yard’s infrastructure, office space 

for county departments, and garage space for equipment. Additionally, through a partnership with the 

Hanalei Initiative, Hanalei-to-Haena Community Association, and a community design committee, a 

public playground will be built next to the Hanalei Neighborhood Center.
